Mr. H. I. Williams, who has charge 
of the field operations, has thoroughly 
Prospected and explored this terri- 
tory and has discovered many incon- 
testable evidences of the existence of 
the tar sands” that are known to 
exist at the case of the Cretaceous. 

At the company’s office in Edmon- 
ton there are several samples of these 
tar or oil sands gathered from the’ 
Morinville property. The sand is 
black and tarry and exudes a strong 
odor of petroleum. 

Geological Survey Reporte. 

These petroleum indications at Ess 
Lake are mentioned in the report of 
the geological survey of Canada fer 
lens by C. M. Dawson, C. M. G., F. R. G., 
who visited the field that year. fa 
his report he says: ‘Several pita were 
jug about 900 yards apart. Narrow 
vertical veins of hard pitch could be 
een running through the clay.

Relation te Athabasce Deposits. 

Further, Mr. Hoffman connected 
this bituminous sand-rock with the 
deposits that so conspicuously out- 
rob on the Athabasca a few miles 
above the Clearwater branch, where 
the river cuts through the bituminous 
sand rock a depth of from 100 to 180 
‘get deep, with the exception of a few 
‘eet of limestone at the base.

NOT DISCRIMINATING AGAINST 
OLDER SETTLERS. 

I forgot to say in speaking of the 
pre-emption question, that while we 
have provided for the taking of a 
pre-emption by a settler who comes 
in and who takes land outside of the 
railway belt, of the areas within 
which the odd-numbered sections have 
been taken by the railway company ; 
while we have made provision for a 
pre-emption there we have felt it was 
desirable to meet the conditions that 
are consequent upon that provision. 
That is to say we are apparently giv- 
ing the new settler, the man who 
egmes into the country now, a better 
opportunity than the man who has 
been in the country for years. The 
man who came in a year ago or who 
came in last month and who took a 
homestead, could only get a home- 
stead from the government although 
he has the privilege of buying from 
the railway company if he should 
happen to be so situateé. But, there 
is a possibility that the men who are 
in the country to-day will feel that 
they are being to sume extent dis- 
criminated against in favour of the 
new settler, by the provisions of this 
Bill as far as I have stated them. We 
have thought that the men who have 
been first in the field, the men who 
have taken the chances, whose labour 
and whose capital have developed the 
country so far as it has gone, are cer- 
tainly entitled to every fair consid- 
eration so long as the public interest 
does not suffer. And we have thought 
that it was not an unreasonable pro- 
position, that where a settler who is 
in the country at the passage of this 
Bill is not so situated as to enable 
him to acquire a pre-emption immed- 
iately alongside his homestead, that 
he may have the privilege, after he 
completes his duties on his present 
homestead, of taking up a pre-emp- 
tion elsewhere--the same duties be- 
ing required of him on the second 
homestead or pre-emption as are 1e- 
quired from the new settler upon his. 
CREATES A PRIVILEGE—NOT RE- 

TROACTIVE, 

Mr. Foster—Then it is retroactive. 

Mr. Oliver—We do not consider that 
as retroactive; wo create. a privilege. 

Mr. Greenway — That applies to 
those who will have the patents when 
the Bill passes. 

Mr. Oliver—Certainly. We create a 
privilege, but we do not think it is 
rotrosctive legislation. We have chan- 
ged the law in regard to one class of 
people and we have made what we 
consider fair provision in regard to 
another. 

Mr. Foster—What about the third 
class? * 

Mr. Oliver—We have not gone fur - 
ther than the two classes, 

Mr. Foster—I would point out to 
the minister that he is still doing a 
great injustice. He adds this second 
pre-emption to the man who has not 
yet complet 1 his homestead, may be 
by a month, and he does it on the 
ground that the pioneer gets some 
consideration. Well, there is a man 
alongside of him who has just com- 
pleted his homestead work a month 
ago; he came in earlier underwent 
greater hardships was obliged to 
make greater expenditure and there 
is just a month’s difference between 
the two.

As 
I have already stated, there is a pro- 
vision in the Land Act of 1886 provid- 
ing for a grant of 6,400 acres for ev- 
‘ety mile of the railway in Manitoba 
and 12,800 acres for every mile of the 
railway beyond the boundary of Mani- 
toba to the bay. By the introduction 
of this Bill and the policy it embo- 
dies, there are no further reserva- 
tions of land grants being made for 
tailways. This provision, however, 
remains in the Act, and of course it 
may be acted upon; but the terms cf 
this Act are that all lands are open 
to settlement, and the expectation is 
that provision will be made under the 
terms of this Bill for the construction 
of a railroad to Hudson bay. The 
government has not hitherto granted 
any lands in aid of railway construc- 
tion, as far as I am Aware, the gov- 
ernment has no intention to do so.

| Mr. Oliver—Because the road is not 
completed to the Saskatchewan river, 
to which the people who own the road 
have rights.

A REASONABLE EXTENSION OF 

PRIVILEGE. 

Amongst the new previsions is one 
to permit the residence of a home- 
steader with relatives other than his 
parents. At the present time a home- 
steader may reside with his father or 
his mother on their land,. and still 
be accounted as fulfilling his resi- 
dence duties in regard to his own. 
We think it not unreasonable that 
that privilege should be extended. A 
great many cases of hardship have oo- 
curred by reason of a son living with 
his widowed mother in order to en- 
able her to hold her homestead, but 
not able to hold hia own because he 
was living with his mother and not 
with his father or his parents; and 
the same difficulty has occurred fre- 
quently as between two brothers or 
between a brother and a sister. So 
we thought it was not unfair to ex- 
tend the privilege of residence with 
relatives to members of the same fam- 
ily, that ia, father, mother, brother, 
sister, son or daughter. 

TO FIX DISTANCE. 

Hitherto we have not defined the 
distance at which the homesteader 
might live from his homestead and 
still earn his patent, This distance 
has sometimes been unduly extended. 
We think it well to provide for a def- 
inite and fixed distance within which 
the residence must be exercised. 

Mr. Foster—What is the matter, so 
Jong as you get the bona fide home- 
steader on his homestead? 

Mr. Oliver—He is not on his home- 
stead when he is living with his 
relatives. 6 

Mr. Foster—You get him to make 
the improvements and complete the 
homestead, , 

Mr. Oliver—It is considered very 
desirable that every quarter: section 
should be occupied as far as possible. 
There is a very strong and very as- 
tural objection against the holding of 
land without actual residence; and 
ao, when residence was permitted at 
a considerable distance from the 
homestead, it was considered a griev- 
ance and an abuse. We wish to grant 
the privilege as far as we can, but to 
restrict it within a reasonable limit, 
TO RELIEVE THE HARDSHIPS 

WORKED AT PRESENT. 

There is a provision for the issue of 
the patent to the heirs of a deceased 
person or to the guardian of a lunatic 
without residence of proxy. Hitherto 
the law has been very strict, that if 
a homesteader died his heirs must 
either reside upon the property them- 
selves, or must provide some other 
person to reside upon it, carrying out 
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secure of the patent at the end ol 
term of thtee years from the date ol 
entry by completing the cultivation 
and building duties.

WATER POWER PROVISIONS. 

We have algo found necessity fur 
some provision in regard to water- 
powers. The question of water-powers 
is of course more important now than 
it ever was before and the existing 
law has not made any definite provi- 
sion for dealing with water-powers. 
We have, therefore, made provision, 
which will be more fully discussed 
later on, for dealing with water-pow- 
ers in the territory which will come 
under the jurisdiction of this Act. 

REMEDVING THE DEFECT. 

Another new provision is in con- 
nection with the acquiring of timber 
berths. There is admitted to be a 
defect or an abuse as it may be called 
in this connection. A person who 
wishes to acquire a timber berth goes 
out or hires some one else to go out 
and cruise the berth. This involves 
considerable expense, and after he 
has cruised the berth and satisfied 
himself of its value he asks to have it 
put up to public competition. It is 
put up to public competition, and 
seme one else may get the berth per- 
hape at a very small advance on the 
bid of the man who cruised it and 
first brought it to the view of the 
public. We are offering for the con- 
sideration of the House a suggestion 
in this connection which is that when 
a person asks that a timber berth be 
put up to public competition he is 
entitled to put in a bill of expenses, 
of course subject to the revision uf 
the department, which expenses will 
be added to the tendered price of the 
berth and will have to be paid by

We believe that the 
fact that the settler coming from the 
United Staten and eastern Canada has 
been able to homestead u quarter- 
section free and to purchase an ad- 
joining quarter-section from the rail- 
way company on the odd-numbered 
section, has been a very great induce- 
ment to the settlement of our country 
wo fer as it has gone. The belief 
there is that 160 acres may be a good 
farm, but that 390 acres is a very

make no provision for their acquiring 
more than the homestead we believe 
that the great attraction which 
brought the better class of settlers to 
our country would be withdrawn, that 
is if we offered both odd-numbered 
sections and even-numbered sections 
simply for homesteading. We believe 
that by putting as the Bill proposes 
to do the odd and even-numbered sec- 
tions in the one class, and offering 
an adjoining quarter-section at a fair 
price, and on settlement conditions to 
the homesteader who takes a free 
homestead we will be, as far as we 
can, improving the existing conditions 
outside of the territory covered by 
the railway land grant, and thereby 
we hope to be able to keep up that 
system of desirable immigration that 
has added so greatly to the wealth 
and prosperity of our country during 
the past few years. 

OEALS WITH OLD NUMBERED 

SECTIONS. 

This I might say is the important 
feature of the Bill, as it deals with 
the odd-numbeerd sections which are 
now practically released from the 
control of the railway companies. 

Mr. Foster-—-Numbering about how 
many acres? 

Mr. Oliver—About 40,000,000 acres, 
as nearly as we can calculate. 

Mr. Greenway—Is that surveyed? 

Mr. Oliver—No surveyed and un- 
surveyed—everything. I have some 
figures here which 1 will take the 
opportunity of giving to the House 
and I have also a map which I shall 
lay on the table showing the territory 
to which I allude. 

Mr. Greenway—Is a portion of this 
in the semi-arid region? 

Mr. Oliver—Oh, yes. 

Mr. Foster—Approximately where 
does this lie? 

Mr. Oliver—Draw a line at about 
latitude 52 which is north of Dauphin, 
across Manitoba and across Sas- 
katchewan and Alberta at about lati- 
tude 53, south of this line we have a 
total area of 176,000,000 acres exclu- 
sive of water There have been of 
this area alienated or reserved 97,000- 
000 acres, as follows; for railway land 
grants, 33,000,000 acres; for Indian, 
Hudson Bay, school lands, Manitoba 
swamp lands and forest reserves, 18. 
000,000 acres; for homesteads and 
sales, 40,000,000 acres. The area re- 
maining is about 80,000,000 acres -f 
which, of course, one-half would be 
odd-numbered sections so that the 
main purpose of this Bill which is to 
declare that the reservation which has 
hitherto lain on the odd-numbered 
sections is now withdrawn, and that 
odd and even-numbered sections stand 
together for disposal by the govern- 
ment and available to the first appli- 
cant, applies to 40,000,000 acres over 
which the government hitherto has 
exercised no control. 


FREE FROM CORPORATIONS. 

Mr. R. L. Bordon—These lands are 
now free from the claim of any rail- 
way company or other corporstion 

Mr. Oliver—-Yea, 

Mr. R. I. Bordon—Has the minis- 
ter any computation showing what 
proportion of these lands are suitable 
for agricultural purposes? 

Mr. Oliver—It would be impossible 
to give a computation of that. All 
these lands are within the lines with- 
in which profitable agriculture ib car 
ried on, but, of course, it would be 
impossible to say whet proportion is 
now valuable and still more difficult 
to say what proportion may ultimate- 
ly become valuable.

DEALING WITH THE 

COUNTRY. 

In dealing with the question of pre- 
emption, I might point out, we are 
dealing not only with the choice part 
of the country but with all the coun- 
try. The government, in administer- 
ing the lands is charged with the re- 
sponsibility of developing the whole 
country, not only that which is good 
but that which is medium and that 
which is bad, and we believe that, 
inasmuch as the railway companies, 
many years ago, made their selections 
having been followed by settlement 
to a very great extent, we must as- 
sume that, however good the balance 
of the country may be, the best of it, 
30 far as the odd-numbered sections 
at any rate are concerned, has already 
been alienated, and a considerable 
proportion of the even-numbered sec- 
tions also. When we deal with pre- 
emptions we are dealing with the 
question of settling the rest of the 
country outside the railway land 
grants. As I have said it is provided 
that outside of the railway land 
grants he takes his homestead as he 
has always done, and, if he wishes 
increased area, he buys it from the 
tailway company. This Bill deals 
with the odd-numbered sections, and, 
of course, it can deal only with those 
odd-numbered sections that have not 
been alienated. We make provision 
for dealing with the land in the odd- 
numbered sections where we have 
them to dispose of, but in the part 
of the country where they have been 
alienated, this does not apply. 

DOES NOT APPLY WITH PRESENT 

80 far as the areas which are now 
held by the railway companies for 
selection, are concerned, we hope that 
within a very short time the railway 
companies will have completed their 
selection, and the reservation will he 
withdrawn, and any land that they 
have not taken will be open to be 
dealt with under the terms of the 
Bill.
